Legislators score major 
agreement with MBTA

WILMINGTON - How do you 
spell relief? 

Traffic relief, that is. The 
community of Wilmington has 
scored a major victory in its push 
for traffic mitigation near the 
upcoming MBTA parking lot on 
Route 38, 

Better yet, the project to resur- 
face an adjacent stretch of Route 
38 has been revived. The Route 38 
Project was postponed a few 
years ago, only to see its funding 
in the time since go the way of the 
Big Dig in Boston. 

The Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority (MBTA) 
has agreed that a fourth lane is 
needed on Route 38 to combat the 
inevitable traffic headaches that 
have been projected to build 
between now and the year 2010. 
Initially, the MBTA opposed the 
construction of such an addition- 
al lane because doing so would 
subtract from the number of 
parking spaces that could be built 
into the T station parking lot that 
it is building. Indeed, under this 
new agreement, the anticipated 
number of spaces in the upcom- 
ing lot will be 196, down from the 
224 spaces that were originally 
planned. 

On Friday, July 27, 
Representative James Miceli and 
Senator Bruce Tarr met in the 
Massachusetts Highway 
Executive Office of 
Transportation in Boston. The 
two legislators met with officials 
from the MBTA and _ the 
Massachusetts Highway

Department (MHD) and dis- 
cussed what should be done to 
alleviate all traffic and construc- 
tion concerns surrounding the 
project. 

As articulated in a letter from 
the Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction 
to Representative Miceli and 
Senator Tarr, the following com- 
mitments have been made: 

¢ The MBTA station parking 
lot project and the project to 
resurface Route 38 have been 
combined as one project. The 
MBTA anticipates that bidding on 
said project is slated to take place 
in October. Construction will 
soon follow, most likely in the 
spring. 

* The new combined project 
will include a commuter rail sta- 
tion and improvements to Route 
38, as both have been outlined by 
Faye, Spofford & Thorndike, the 
official consultant for the Town of 
Wilmington. 

* The MBTA and the MHD will 
work with the Town of 
Wilmington to finalize all aspects 
of the project. 

* In September, the MBTA will 
finally demolish all remaining 
buildings currently _ situated 
where the parking facility is to be 
built. 

Representative Miceli and 
Senator Tarr, both of whom had 
been urged by the Board of 
Selectmen to persuade the MBTA 
to cooperate fully on the issue of 
traffic mitigation, are elated with 
the agreement.

In addition to DWI, Rooney 
was also charged with refusing to 
submit to a chemical test to 
determine the level of alcohol in 
his blood, and failure to have 
required lights on his boat after 
sunset.

Representative Miceli and 
Senator Tarr both thanked 
Governor Paul Cellucci for the 
contributions that he made to the 
town officials’ and legislators’ 
collective efforts. 

“The governor helped get the 
money to make this work,” says 
Representative Miceli. 

Representative Miceli and 
Senator Tarr are also pleased to 
report that the 26 parking spaces 
are all that will need to be sacri- 
ficed as part of Friday's agree- 
ment. 

“We're not sacrificing any of 
the amenities,” says 
Representative Miceli. “For quite 
some time now, people have been 
looking at an eye sore when they 
drive through that intersection. 
When this parking lot is done, the 
trees and the shrubs and the 
benches will remain.” 

While legislators are elated, 
some town officials are feeling 
less than convinced that Friday’s 
across-the-board agreement is as 
compliant with the town as they 
would require. 

Selectman Robert J. Cain has 
been the most vocal member on 
the Board of Selectmen in his 
opposition to the MBTA parking 
lot and the manner with which 
the Authority has pressed for- 
ward nonetheless. Cain is “disap- 
pointed” that locally elected offi- 
cials such as himself and others 
were not invited to Friday’s 
breakthrough meeting. In fact, at 
press time the only knowledge 
Cain had about the agreement 
had come from the reporters of 
local newspapers. 

“This is something that we're 
becoming accustomed to,” says 
Cain with a hint of disapproval. 
“Information seems as though it 
is being given to the newspapers 
first, instead of town officials who 
are directly involved in such mat- 
ters.” 

Cain says that neither officials 
from the MBTA or Representative 
Miceli or Senator Tarr have con- 
tacted him or anyone at the Town 
Hall to inform them about the 
apparent good news. 

Cain, however, was able to 
receive a faxed copy of the letter 
that was sent to Senator Tarr and 
Representative Miceli by the 
Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction.

In the span of just four days in July, Republican Senators 
tax breaks overwhelmingly targeted for the wealthy that will cost the 
US. Treasury $1 5 trillion over the next 20 years. In forcing these tax 
cuts through the House and Senate with a minimum of debate and a 
maximum of partnership, the GOP majority turned its back on higher 
priorities that have a far greater claim on these enormous resources 
It makes no sense to give away the treasury and jeopardize urgently 
needed investments such as preserving social security, providing 
prescription drug coverage for senior citizens under Medicare, and 
improving the nation’s schools 

Fortunately, America has a President who will veto this inequi- 
table tax breaks and insist that the nation’s highest priorities must be 
met first 

Democrats in Congress are not opposed to tax relief. But we feel 
strongly that the relief must be fairly targeted to low income families 
and not earmarked disproportionately for the wealthiest individuals 
and corporations in our society.

Senate passes 
new cluster 
zoning bill 


BOSTON - The senate last week passed legislation to provide 
communities with an important zoning tool in the form of cluster 
developments, according to Senate Assistant Minority Whip Bruce 
Tarr (R-Gloucester). Tarr, who had filed two pieces of legislation 
which evolved with others into H 4435, said that “those communities 
which choose to accept these provisions would be able to use them to 
strike an important balance between meeting the growing demand 
for housing and maintaining the quantum of open space nécessary to 
the character and quality of life of a city or town.” 

Specifically, the bill would provide those communities who so 
choose by local option to adopt zoning ordinances and bylaws to 
authorize cluster developments by right, through the subdivision 
control process. Such developments would not increase the number 
of units on a particular parcel of land, but would allow them to be 
reconfigured in greater clusters of density. 

The remaining land would then be dedicated to open space through 
deed restrictions, conveyance to the municipality or similar means. 

Although such developments are now technically possible, they 
require a special permit rather than a subdivision permit. This has 
been widely viewed as a deterrent since the special permit process 
can be time consuming, costly and highly discretionary. “Cities and 
towns seeking to maximize open space in residential areas through 
cluster zoning could remove a significant barrier as a result of H

Rain, heartfelt words deepen 
Korean War ceremony

WILMINGTON - A forgotten 
war, remembered 

On the morning of Thursday, 
July 27, veterans and citizens gath- 
ered at Wilmington Town Common 
to honor the men who fought for 
freedom and lost their lives in the 
war that, unfortunately, tends to be 
eclipsed in our memories by the 
global-scale grandiosity of World 
War II and the heartbreaking trag- 
edy of Vietnam. 

It was the soldiers of the Korean 
War for whom menand women met 
to honor last Thursday. The cer- 
emony, which was attended by vet- 
erans and town officials and legis- 
lators and loved ones, unfolded som- 
berly and respectfully underneath 
a yellow-and-white-striped tent, 
which provided much needed dry- 
ness amidst the heavy, cool rain 
that had been falling since the night 
before. Chaplain Ed Williams 
voiced opening and closing prayers. 
Poems were recited and words of 
gratitude were expressed. Twoband 
students from. Wilmington High 
School, Michel Lemos and Johnny 
Jamieson, played “Taps.” 

Representative James Miceli, 
who was in high school when the 
Korean War raged in the 1950s, 
spoke of the days when he was a 
student who was under the impres- 
sion that the conflict was merely a 
police action. 

“I can remember my teacher 
telling our class that the Korean 
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Tiny Tots program earns thanks from

Newhouse, who 
had woken up that morning con- 
cerned that the heavy rain would 
sap attendance at the ceremony, 
spoke poetically of the value that he 
discovered in the downpour tuat 
was engulfing the commemoration. 

“I thought that there would be a 
lousy turnout because of the rain,” 
began Newhouse. “Then I thought 
that for someone like myself, who 
was not called to serve, it is appro- 
priate that I experience such an 
inconvenience in honor of the men 
and women who did serve.” 

Newhouse said that suchdreary, 
less-than-perfect weather inspired 
him to reflect on how lucky he is to 
live in a country of men and women 
who have fought for freedom and 
created more freedom around the 
world.

The most powerful moment of 
the brief ceremony arrived when Al 
Fiorenza spoke to the crowd. 
Fiorenza, who is recognized as one 
of the “Chosin Few” who fought the 
bloody battle at the Chosin River in 
Korea, received a Silver Star for 
Bravery for his courageous efforts 
in the war. 

Fiorenza, who served in the 
United States Army, was over- 
whelmed with emotion as he spoke 
from the heart about the gratitude 
for the men and women who helped 
him and his servicemen in the Ko- 
rean War. Most notably, Fiorenza 
paid tribute to the men of the United 
States Marines who joined him in 
his mission. 

“To the Marines, what a wonder- 
ful bunch of guys,” Fiorenza said, 
his voice choked with emotion and 
his eyes wet with tears. “They’re 
my heroes.” 

As noted by veteran Thomas 
Marden, who was at the ceremony 
torepresent the Korean War Veter- 
ans Association, it was an honor 
and a case of good fortune to have 
Fiorenza in attendance at the gath- 
ering because he had recently suf- 
fered a stroke. 

At one point in the ceremony, 
Thomas Travaglia, the Commander 


of the local chapter of the VFW and 
the Chairman of the Memorial Day 
Committee, laid a wreath at the 
War Memorial that was dedicated 
at the Common last November. 
Travaglia was joined by Joseph 
Hartka and Elliott Walsh. The men 
ventured out into the ram from 
under the tent and approached the 
memorial that stands before the 
flag pole. They laid the wreath 
below the half-mast American flag, 
which was soaked and wrapped 
around its pole. 

It was a poem read by Marden 
that directed the ceremony fromits 
present-day gratitude to the vivid 
memories of what it was like to be 
on the front lines in the Korean 
War. 

“Many years have passed since 
these wars were fought,” Marden 
began to cite. “May we all remem- 
ber what they were fighting for.” 

Continued Marden, “Ask any old 
vet, there are stories to tell; about 
the fighting and dying, and about 
how war is hell.” 

The men at this ceremony were 
the ones who went into the hell of 
war, fought, and came home with 
the bells of freedom ringing proudly 
in their ears.

Widows of disabled 
veterans to get tax relief 


BOSTON - Senate Assistant Mi- 
nority Whip Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) has announced that the 
FY 2001 Conference Committee 
Budget, approved by the House and 
Senate, includes a proposal to pro- 
vide consistent property tax ex- 


| emptions to the surviving spouses 


of disabled veterans. The provision 
stems from legislation co-sponsored 
by Senator Tarr. 

The Senate Post Audit and Over- 
sight Committee released a policy 
brief in 1998 highlighting the fact 
that surviving spouses of most se- 
verely disabled Massachusetts vet- 
erans are not allowed to retain prop- 
erty tax exemptions that they were 
entitled to while the veteran was 
alive. After publication of the re- 
port., Senator Tarr joined a bipar- 
tisan coalition of legislators in an 
effort to extend consistent property 
tax exemptions to all surviving 
spouses of disabled veterans. 

Under current law, spouses of 
paraplegic veterans or veterans 
classified as 100 percent disabled 
bythe Veterans Administrationmay 
keep their exemption, while spouses 
of veterans who have lost limbs, 
become blind, or suffered a 100 
percent disability can see their ex- 
emption reduced from as much as 


$950 to as little as $250 upon the 
death of their spouse. These drastic 
reductions in tax exemptions often 
occur at the same time as the sur- 
viving spouse experiences a loss in 
income, sending some families into 
serious financial hardship. Senator 
Tarr co-sponsored Senate Bill 1534, 
“An Act extending Certain Prop- 
erty Tax Exemptions to the Surviv- 
ing Spouses of Disabled Veterans” 
in an attempt to rectify the incon- 
sistencies in the law. The provision 
in the Conference Committee Bud- 
get would allow all surviving 
spouses of disabled veterans to re- 
tain their property tax exemption 
after the death of the veteran. 

“Surviving spouses of veterans 
should not have their financial se- 
curity threatened when they lose 
their spouse. This common sense 
measure should prevent the threat 
which comes from losing the prop- 
ey tax exemptions under present 

law.” 

The Fiscal F'Y 2001 Budget was 
enacted by both branches last week 
and was placed on the Governor's 
desk for his signature. Tarr com- 
mended Senator Cheryl Jacques (D- 
Needham) for her leadership on 
this issue.

Reading Municipal Light opens new 
substation in North Reading 


READING - The reading Mu- 
nicipal Light Department (RMLD) 
officially opened its new North 
Reading substation July 10, mark- 
ing the start of a new chapter in the 
106 year history of the municipal 
light department. The substation’s 
60,000 KVA of firm power will en- 
able RMLD to meet the rapidly 
increasing electrical needs of the 
four member communities well into 
the future. 

The short ceremony was con- 
ducted at the substation on a six 
and one half acre tract of land 
behind the North Reading DPW 
facility on Chestnut Street. Several 
RMLD, local and state officials, 
and North Reading residents were 
on hand to commemorate the event 
which has been described as a true 
testament to the cooperation be- 
tween the communities of North 
Reading and Reading. 

The location for the new substa- 
tion was the result of neighbors and 
local, state and RMLD officials 
working together to finda site which 
would be beneficial to the commu- 
nities and the RMLD. By building 
on the site behind the DPW facility, 
the RMLD can also tie easily into 
the National grid USA, which is 
also on the site, making the RMLD 
the first municipal utility to con- 
nect directly into the grid. 

Inhis remarks, RMLD Board of 
Light Commission Chair Philip 
Pacino told the gathering that the 
substation, which went into opera- 
tion at 2. a.m. on June 21, supplies 
additional power to North Reading 
and Lynnfield. He noted that crews 
have been working on the $10.5 
million project since the 
groundbreaking ceremony on Sep- 
tember 27, 1999, and that construc- 
tion work continued throughout the

Wilmington Senior Topics 
A primer on your rights regarding 
Nursing Home MassHealth assistance 


WILMINGTON - This important 
information just came in from Cam- 
bridge and Somerville Legal Ser- 
vices. This information would be 
worth cutting out to save. This in- 
formationis also pertinent for Nurs- 
ing Home MassHealth. 

Has your application for 
MassHealth been denied? Has your 
MassHealth coverage been termi- 
nated? Has your doctor’s request 
for prior approval for payment of 
treatment you need been denied? 
The Division of Medical Assistance 
(DMA), the agency that adminis- 
ters Mass health (a/k/a Medicaid) 
in Massachusetts, takes these ac- 
tions every day when the agency 
determines that an individual is not 
qualified for the MassHealth pro- 
gram or particular service. When 
DMaA’s conclusion is incorrect, an 
eligible applicant or recipient may 
be wrongly denied benefits. If you 
think DMA has taken an incorrect 
action against you, you may chal- 
lenge DMA at a “fair hearing.” 

What is a fair hearing? 

Afair hearing allows MassHealth 
applicants or recipients, including 
residents of a nursing facility, to 
challenge an unfavorable DMA ac- 
tion and seek its correction. The 
fair hearing itself is a formal meet- 


ing run by an impartial hearing 
officer of DMA’s Board of Hearings 
(“BOH”) in which each side pre- 
sents his or her position. The hear- 
ing officer renders a decision based 
on the pertinent regulations and 
evidence. The hearings are. held 
either at the DMA Board of Hear- 
ings in Boston or at a MassHealth 
Enrollment Center. If you are un- 
able to attend, you may participate 
by telephone. 

What kinds of actions may I ap- 
peal? 

You may request a fair hearing 
regarding any DMA action denied, 
reduces, suspends, terminates, or 
restricts assistance to you as an 
applicant or recipient of Mass 
Health. Other appealable actions 
include DMA’s failure to timely act 
on your request for assistance or to 
properly notify you of a pending 
change in benefits. You may also 
request a hearing if a DMA worker 
engages in coercive or improper 
conduct (when a worker attempts 
to intimidate you into taking action 
that is not in your best interest or 
abuses his or her authority). 

How do I request a fair hearing? 

You or an authorized represen- 
tation of your choice may request a 
fair hearing by completing the sec- 


tion of the DMA notice of action 
which is reserved for appeals: your 
name, address, MassHealth for 
Social Security number, telephone 
number, authorized representative, 
if any, and the reason for the ap- 
peal. The reason may be simply, “I 
disagree with this decision.” (If you 
did not receive a written notice, you 
may write the same information 
out on any paper.) Add a request 
for an interpreter, if you need one 
Send an appeal to the Board of 
hearings by facsimile transmission 
at 617-210-5820 (and keep proof) or 
mail it by first class mail to Board 
of Hearings, 2 Boylston Street, Bos- 
ton, Ma 02111. You should call the 
BOH at 617-210-5800 or 1-800-655- 
0338 to confirm the request. 

How quickly must I request a 
fair hearing? 

DMA must receive your request 
for a hearing within 30 days of the 
date of written notice of the DMA’s 
action (an additional three days is 
allowed for mailing). A very lim- 
ited number of actions may be ap- 
pealed within 120 days or longer, 
but the safest step is to appeal as 
soon as possible. If you do not file 
your appeal on time, it may be 
dismissed.

another challenge

Already in their lives, Kevin and 
Cynthia Sullivan have gone through 
nany challenges. 

This weekend should be no dif-

Kevin, 51, has gone through the 
personal challenges of seeing his 
nother, brother and sister-and-law 
ill survive through battles of their 
own cancer. 

Kevin's wife, Cynthia, 49, had 
the challenge of getting through the 
loss of her brother-and-law, not to 
mention almost losing three mem- 
bers of her husband's family 

Perhaps those challenges right 
ihere are some of the reasons why 
the two of them are among the 
{hree thousand bicyclists who'll be 
riding 184 miles over a two-day 


period starting from Wellesley and 
ending in Provincetown starting on 
Saturday morning. 

They'll be riding in the 20th an- 
nual Pan Mass Challenge bike ride. 
Already doubling the minimum 
amount of money to be raised to 
help benefit cancer patients in the 
Jimmy Fund, the Sullivans are al- 
most at the $6,000 amount. Yet an- 
other challenge. 

"I've done a lot of distance run- 
ning so I'm confident in my physi- 


cal ability," said Kevin, who'll be 
riding in his first PMC, while 
Cynthia will be making her second 
tour. "I just don't know if I'm ready 
for Monday's recuperation," he said 
with a chuckle. 

Kevin grew upon Cape Cod where 
he played baseball, football and

basketball in high school. He moved 
to Andover later on, before settling 
here in Wilmington five years ago. 
For 13 years he ran the Boston 
Marathon with his last being in 1997 
when he said his right knee gave 
out. Between that he has been in- 
spired by many people: those who 
have affected by cancer in one way 
or another. 

"Last year I was the guy who 
rode in the van behind my wife and 
her friend to make sure everything 
was OK," he said. "I was so touched 
by everyone who was involved. 
Everyone had a story - F was in- 
spired by each and every person. 
That's why I got involved to try to 
help those who have struggled so 
terribly with cancer." 

While Kevin will be a rookie 
when he pedals off beginning at 6 
am on Saturday morning, Cynthia 
will know what to expect this time 
around. She said last year the first 
day was terrific, it was a beautiful 
day and she was able to go at her 


own pace. But the second day she 
said was much tougher. 

"I was sore, it was raining and 
there were some big hills," she said. 
“I was struggling. We were coming 
down one of the hills and it was 
pouring out and the number on my 
Jersey got so wet it flew off and 
landed on the chain [of my bike]. It 
was stuck in it and it took us a while 
to get it out. My friend helped me 
and after we got it out she turned to 
me and said [that her brother] 
‘Kevin [who was battling cancer at 
the time] is going for chemo-therapy 
this week. So what we are going 
through now is nothing compared 
to what he is going through’. 

"It's things like that which touch 
you and get you through it.” 


Cynthia grew up in Philadelphia 
before moving to Massachusetts. 
She was also an athlete in high 
school playing softball, volleyball 
and basketball. She also took up 
running until it bothered her knees 
so much so that she couldn't do it 
anymore, much like her husband 
She said she now takes up golf, 
rollerblading and biking.

In races, 
they clap for you because youare in 
a race. But the [PMC] is for a 
cause, and it's so much more grati- 
fying helping others than just run- 
ning in some race." 

Last year Cynthia really didn't 
know what to expect. She knew the 
186 miles would be tough, but she 
also didn't realize what a challenge 
it would be mentally for her. 

"We stopped at one of the rest 
stops along the way and there was 
a little boy standing there with a 
sign that said 'I'm four years old 
thanks to you all'. I saw him and 
that sign and it was so hard to hold 
back tears. 

"When you see something like 
that, then you realize you are doing 
something good."

MOVIE: “WHAT LIES 
BENEATH” 
GRADE: ** 

Review: This mediocre hor- 
ror movie gets by on the star 
power of its two leads, Harrison 
Ford and Michelle Pfeiffer. 

They play a husband and wife 
who are facing empty nest syn- 
drome, when Pfeiffer's charac- 
ter starts having hallucinations 
and seeing ghostly apparitions.

Review: is one of the better 
comic book adaptations to come 
along since Tim Burton's 
‘Batman’, and was obviously 
written and directed by a fan of 
the wildly popular series. 

The premise is that evolution 
occurs through the slow muta- 
tion of a species, and that every 
100,000 years or so there is an 
explosion of mutations. That is 
happening now, as hundreds of 
humans are turning up with 
superpowers that intensify when 
they reach puberty.

Hugh Jackman stars as Logan, 
a mutant with a self-healing 
power, retractable metal claws 
and a super-strong endoskeleton 
called Wolverine.

changes can affect the way med- 
icines are absorbed, distributed, 
metabolized and excreted,” says 
CFH President Robert G 
Donovan. “The more seniors 
know about their medicines and 
the more they communicate 
with their health professionals, 
the better their chances are for 
avoiding possible problems with 
medicines,” adds Donovan. 

CFH and The National 
Council of the Aging (NCOA) 
have also partnered to launch a 
program on safe medicine use 
for seniors. The program 
includes a kit for seniors enti 
tled “Don’t Mix and Match Your 
Medicines” to be used in work- 
shops on safe and responsible 

sedicine use. 

The kit features educational 
materials for seniors, as well as 
tools to conduct senior center 
workshops such as a poster and 
bags in which seniors can carry 
their medicines to be reviewed 
by a health professional. CFH’s 
Medicines and You guide is

“Medicines and You and the 

“Don’t Mix and Match Your 
Medicines” campaign provide 
everyday information that can 
help older Americans effectively 
manage their medicines and 
their overall health,” says 
Donovan.

Women should talk to their 
doctors about their reproductive 
health concerns. That's the mes- 
sage behind a new educational 
campaign by supermodel Rachel 
Hunter, called “Women In 
Balance; Health, Sexuality and 
Hormones. 

Hunter in her 30s and a moth- 
er of two, joins a medical advi- 
sory board of renowned repro- 
ductive health experts to draw 
attention to the reproductive 
health needs and concerns of 
women ages 35 to 44. 

According to a nationwide 
survey of 3,200 women, those 
age 35 to 44 report a greater 
incidence of troubling health 
symptoms as their bodies pre- 
pare for menopause. Seventy- 
five percent reported mood 
swings, 41 percent reported 
heavy menstruation and 36 per- 
cent reported changes in com- 
plextion when compared to 
younger women. 

These symptoms can be 
induced by hormonal fluctua- 
tions that occur among women 
in this age group and are signs 
that the body is in the midst of a 
biologic transition, much like

those that occur during peri- 
menopause - the phase before 
menopause when hormone lev- 
els fluctuate - and menopause. 

Despite the prevalence of 
their concerns and symptoms, 
these so-called “transitional 
women” have lingering misper- 
ceptions about birth control pills 
that may keep them from treat- 
ing the symptoms, the survey 
says. 

About 36 percent of women 
ages 35 to 44 mistakenly do not 
believe that pills with lower lev- 
els of estrogen such as Alesse, 
are just as effective at prevent- 
ing pregnancy as higher dose 
pills. 

Because of the stresses of 
balancing their family and 
career women in this age group 
often are without the time and 
tools they need to care for their 
health and are largely misin- 
formed about the causes, treat- 
ment, options and long-term 
health effects of their symp- 
toms, the survey says. 

“Nearly 25 million American 
women can be characterized as 
“transitional” and yet until now 
have paid little attention to their

concerns and issues, particular- 
ly in the area of reproductive 
health,” said Dr. Susan Ballagh, 
a member of the Women In 
Balance advisory board. 

These women represent an 
unrecognized, unique stage in 
the reproductive life cycle and 
they need to understand why 
their bodies are changing and 
how to deal with these changes, 
much like women needed to 
learn about menopause 10 years 
ago.” 

Ballagh and Hunter hope the 
campaign will dispel myths 
about hormones and lowest-dose 
(20 microgram) oral contracep- 
tives and will encourage women 
to talk to their doctors about 
their reproductive health con- 
cerns. 

Hunter said, “Now we finally 
have information tailored to 
transitional women’s specific 
concerns, and health needs, so 
we can be smarter about bal- 
ancing our families, our careers 
and health.”

“Adds Peng, ‘I don’t think we 
can or should judge our own 
self-worth through society's 
measuring sticks of grades or 
jobs or money.

Receiving 
a MacDonald Medal is a 
tremendously flattering honor, 
but I don't feel as though I

“Both Cerrato and Peng, who 
were bern and raised in 
Stoneham, are preparing to ven- 
ture well beyond the comfort- 
able boundaries of their Norman 
Rockwellian home town into 
that Great Unknown known as 
college... In the fall, Cerrato 
will be attending Boston 
University, where she hopes to 
splice her love of Biology with 
studies possibly related to genet 
ics or pre-med.

Windfall in North 
Reading 


“Voters at Town Meeting 
opted to increase the school bud- 
get by $26,700, rejecting pleas 
from the Selectmen to hold the 
line and earmark any ‘extra’ 
funds to pay off town debts,” 
notes the “North Reading 
Transcript.” 

“After weeks of difficult bud- 
get deliberation, the School 
Committee had been prepared to 
ask for a $14.71 million budget at 
Town Meeting, a number that 


had the support of the 
Selectmen and Finance 
Committee. 


“But after learning there was 
approximately $75,000 in extra 
funds available, the school 
board asked for part of it to sup- 
plement their budget, which 
they described as extraordinari- 
ly tight’ 

“School Committee chairman 
Steve Jervey said the extra 
$26,700 the schools were asking 
for is a small ammount of money 
in the larger context of the over- 
all town budget. 

“But the sum represents ‘a 
critical mass’ to the School 
Committee and could be used to 
hire an additional teacher, 
Jersey said 

“The meeting voted 81 to 55 to 
give the extra funds to the 
schools, but not without a 
lengthy debate on budget priori 
ties and promises that revealed 
a split between the Selectmen on 
one hand and the School and 
Finance Committee on the 
other. 

“The school's request for the 
additional funds had the support 
of the Finance Committee but 
not the Selectmen...”

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My ankles are beginning to 
throb from the shackles as I 
waddle to the elevator. I enter 
the courtroom and immediately 
take a seat on the padded chair.

The aesthetics of the court- 
room are also very refreshing, 
after being surrounded by the 
dreary, bland decor of the cell.

“All rise!” cries Court Officer
